A Jodge Sayn the Wife's Denial of
Gullt Was False,

New York, Aug. 12—By a decision,
handed down by the appellate division of
the supreme court yesterday in the case
of Franklin A. Stearns against his wife,
Elizabeth A. Stearns, for absolute di-
varee, not only the question upon which
the appeal was based was settled, but
practically the divorce suit ltself.

Stearns, who Is a novellst, brought an
actlon In the supreme court for divorce,
and his wife made application for all-
mony pending the trial. Judge Cohen
allowed her 315 o week.

Through Joseph E. Bullem, Stearns ap-
pealed to the appellate division. The
declsion states that while the general
rule Is to allow alimony to the wife In
guch an actlon, in this particular case,
despite her denial, It Is wvery evident
that the charges are (rue.

“The wife,” It says, “in applying for
temporary alimony, If a defendant, must
always show that she has a substantial
Befense to the action. In the present
case the defendant’'s mere geneéral de-
nial of gullt is plainly false. It can only
have been interposed to decelve the court
and secure, unméritoriously, the benefits
of the ordinary rule.'"

Stearns was married In 1888 His wife,
who was a Miss Ellis, had been a mem-
ber of several opera companies, and was
also: contralte in the cholr of the Phil-
lipa Presbyterian. Church, at Beventy-
third Street and Madison Avenue, In
September, 159, they separated, and
Stearns allowed his wife 515 a week,
Later he began sult for divorce, but
when It was called for trial a detective
who had gathered evidence had disap-
peared, and the case was diamissed.

Her Fighting Ends When Spain
Evacuates the Isiand.

ESTRADA PALMA'S VIEWS

¥Many Leaders Opposed to Ammexa-

tiom to Amerien—Feod for the

Starving a Pa t @ fom,
w the Spaniards Can Obinl
t to Vete,

New York, Aug. 11—Tomas Estrada
Palma sald yesterday that undoubtedly
the Cubans will cease fighting the gmo-
ment they are notified that Spain has
agresd to evacuaie Cuba. When asked
what steps would be taken by the Cuban
government Mr. Palma replied:

“The first thing to be done by the Cu-
ban patriots in the United States now
that the blockadé is ralsed will be to send
food and clojhing to the Cubuns in the
field. Money which would otherwise have
been uséd for arms and ammunition will
be devoted Lo the rellef of the Cuban sol-
diers and thelr famlilies,

“Without ralsing the fssue of who
should govern Cuba, we feel that v@
should have the hearty co-operation of
the American government and the Amerl-
can people In relleving starvation, That
comes first. Afterward we will talk of
other things. The leading men In our
government, from President  Masso
down, have jmpliclt confidence in t(he
declaration of the United Stales Govern-
ment that [t went to war not for the ac-
quisition ot Cuba, but to free the Island

for the Cubans.
“I't may be only a question of time

when the people of Cuba will wish an-
nexation, but at the present time there
are many, cspecially among those who
went Into the fleld against the Spanlards,
whose nim and ambition Iz mdependence.
Any policy of the United States which
attempted to force annexation before the
peaple weore ready for It might causs con-
slderable internal trouble.”

in answer to a question, Mr. Palma
sald that after the Spanlsh army is with-
drawn from Cuba there will remain
whout 120000 Spaniards and about 1200000
native Cubans.

“If there should be an election to de-
ecide whether annexation or independ-
ence o wianted in Cuba” sald Mr. Pal-
ma, “the native Spaniards should not be
permitted 1o vote unless each one of
them publlely renounced his alleglance to
Spaln, It is true they nre a part of the
Coban population. but their Interests
have never been with the Cubana. Ewven
tf tha affice-holding Spaniards profess
allegianece the Cubans would have litle
faith In them. If the Amerlcan Govern-
ment desires to rule Cuba t1emporarcily
wih as much tranqullity as possible the
best way would be 1o dsmise from of-
fice eviry native Spaniard amd put eon-
servidive Cubans in thelr places. This
would remove all traces of Spanish rule
and Increass the confldences Cubans have
in the American Government.'

Too startled to move, Mrs. Fraunce
clung to the fence and felt three bullets
tear through her clothing.

Om the cross-examination, at one point,
Mr. Robert E. Scott, of Rosnoks, who (s
conduecting the prosacution, asked the
court to make Dr. Jueger stop his “moun-
tebank tricks,” whereupon Hev, Dr. Lo-
gan informed Dr. Jasger that he must be
dispassionate. To this the accused replied
that he was “sick unto death,” and that
being a forelgner, his ways were diferent,
He resumed his guestioning. but became
so vehement that a member of the court
excluimed: “Oh, this is all wrong. it is
unjust,” while another sald: *The ae-
cused must be required to treat the lady
as 4 gentleman should,” and still another
told him: “We've -mod this sort of thing
as long as we can.'

Al ihis seemed to depre=a the doctor,
and, turning to the window with out-
aie d hands, he shouted in a dramat-
¢ manner: “My God, my God, why bast
Thou fo Then, turning to
he complained of having been

At one point In the prosecution, whils
Dr. Jarger was speaking petulanily, a
member of the court exclaimed: *“I ob-
foct to improper imputations belng mude
about this court, and will not have §it*™
while o member of the prosecuting com-
mittee sugges.ed that a policeman  be
sent for to keep order and put the mc-
cused out of the room if he did not be-
have himself,

The afterncon sesslon wns consumed in
a searching cross-exnmination of Mr,
Wilmer. “My God, my nave m
on me!” cried Dr. Jueger, as the court
declined to let him ask n question in re-
gard (o Miss Wilmer's lettors. While
Mr. Seott wn= petitioning the court to
check Dr. Jaeger, aml not permit  his
Inuendoes on Miss Wilmer, the doctor
spritng: from hi= seal, and, declaring that
he was already condemnod, soized his
hat and staried ta leave. When Dr, Jaé-
ger resumed his seat Mr. Scart. contlnu-
ing, declared that Dr. Jaeger was aeting
dishonestly. “You le,” eried Dr. Jac-
ger, and the court’s interference was
Necessary,

Dr. Lognn, president of the court, told
Dr. Jacger that If he did not treéat the
ecourt with more respect they would re-
tire and pass upon the case without him.
“You have addressed me," sald Dr., Lo-
gan, “as no man should address another.,”

“Have pity on my conditlon, I am a
poor slek man,”” replied Dr, Jaeger,

“It Is an outrage,” =ild Rev. Mr. Kuvk,
rising to his feet, “you have besn treated
with a forbenrance that you would have
received at the hands of no other court.
There must be a lmit to endurance.”

Such altercations betweéen the court and
Dr, Jaeger occupled nearly all of the time.
His excltabliity knew no bounds.
